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(57) Abstract: The prtsent invention relates to inhibitors of SttphyloeoecuM SarA protein flmcdoo involved in the exprtssioo of 
sca^ylocoocal vinJence fiu^ois and the use of these inhibilon to treat and prevent staphylococcal infections in subjects. Paiticularly, 
the inhibitors act to i nterfere wit h the binding of the SarA protein to its binding site(s). The selection of specific inhibitors of the 
SarA pn>tein is made possible as a result of the idendficaiion of the binding sites of SarA protein on at least a portion of the ^gr 
(accessory gene regulator) gene, a gene that like the sar (staphylococcal accessory itgulator) gene, plays a role in die viiulenoe of 
Staphylocoocus. The present invendon also is diiected to a method of ^h^gpingj^ synthesizing and identilying inhibiton of SarA 
function and iia role in the expression of staphylococcal viiulc&ce fiKtas. 
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
